T H E OLEO DECISION. 


The oleo law Is now as badly tangled up as that regarding the sale of 
the original package. 
Judge Bishop of the superior court has decided that lf no extraneous or 
artificial coloring is used to make the oleo resemble butter, the stuff can 
be sold in spite of the decision of the United States supreme court thnt the 
M assachusetts law forbids the sale of oleo. 
The 
m anufacturers claim 
they 
have palm oil as one of the ingredients, that it gives the oleo the tint of b u t­ 
ter and th a t on this ground they can sell it legally in spite of the present 
statute. 
The oleo thus offered for sale m ay not be quite as bad as the Imitation or 
process butter, the sale of which is perm itted by law. 
Judge Bishop holds th at the case tu rn s upon thp proper construction 
of the words "free from any coloration or ingredient which causes it to look 
Uke butter.’’ 
This he t a k e s to mean "any extraneous m atter such as might 
be used for coloring alone. 
If oleomargarine of itself and by reason of the 
color of the ingredients ordinarily an d properly used to compose It, looks 
Uke butter. It is not an evasion of the statute." 
The sale of oleomargarine therefore, however closely It m ay resemble 
butter, is resumed under the other restrictions.

B O ST O N . Ju n e 18—The supreme court 
full bench has held, In the case of the 
Com monwealth vs. W arren W . Rawson, 
that a by-law of the town of Arlington, 
prohibiting a person from keeping more 
than five swine, exclusive of offspring, 
w ithin WI feet of a highway. IOO feet of a 
neighboring dwelling, or 25 feet of his 
own house, was invalid, and that a prose­ 
cution for such an offence could not be 
commenced by Indictment, but must be 
begun under chap. 25, secs. 23 and 73 of 
the revised laws, upon a complaint by 
the town treasurer. 
The defendant, a keeper of swine, was 
indicted by the Middlesex grand Ju ry for 
the 
alleged 
violation 
of 
this 
by-law. 
which imposed a penalty of |2e for each 
offence, the fine inuring under the statute 
to the benefit of the town. 
The court, 
which 
sustains exceptions

Local coal dealers state that 
they 
have never had such a rush of busi­ 
ness as at present and they cannot be­ 
gin to handle all their orders. 
The deniers in the first place have­ 
n ’t the m al with which to fill their 
orders and as the demand is contlnu 
ally increasing while the supply re 
mains unchanged, they are practically 
flooded with orders and at a 
tim# 
when the price of coal Is higher than 
it has ever been before in the summ er 
months. 
People after last year’s ex­

months. 
The rush began in April and

BOSTON. June IR—The supreme court 
full bench has held. In the case of the 
Commonwealth vs. W arren W. Rawson, 
th a t A by-law of the town of Arlington, 
prohibiting a person from keeping more 
than five swine, exclusive of offspring, 
within BO feet of a highway, 106 feet of a 
neighboring dwelling, or 25 feet of his 
own house, was Invalid, ajid that a prose 
cution for such an offence could not be 
commenced by Indictment, but must be 
begun under chap. 26, secs. 23 and 73 of 
the revised laws, upon a complaint by 
the town treasurer. 
The defendant, a keeper of swine, was 
Indicted by the Middlesex grand Jury for 
the 
alleged 
violation 
of 
this 
by-law, 
which Imposed a penalty of fan for each 
offence, the fine Inuring under the statute 
to the benefit of the town. 
The court, which sustains exceptions 
taken by the defendant, holds that tho 
pi execution was Illegally begun by an 
indictment, and the by-law, purporting 
to relate to the exercise of an employ­ 
ment, Is invalid as applied to this caes, 
because the inhabitants 
were not au ­ 
thorized to adopt such a by-law. as Ar­

“A week has now elapsed since the 
day of the bloody revolution tit Bel­ 
grade, an intim ation of which could not 
be given to the Im perial governm ent 
in the cu sto m ary official form, because 
legal a u th o rity w as lacking in Servla. 
S trictly adhering to her standpoint of 
n o n in te rv e n tio n in the internal affairs 
of the B alkan state s an d at the sam e 
tim e finding it im possible to hold any 
intercourse w hatsoever with the p e r­ 
sons who have 
a rb itra rily 
usurped 
power, R u ssia has aw aite d the conclu­ 
sion of the troubles in order to define 
clearly her altitu d e to w ard s the events 
in the kingdom of Servla. 
"In the sku pschtina and senate a s ­ 
sem bled in ex tra o rd in ary session, Ju n e 
15, the legal order of things was r e ­ 
established and Prince K arageorgevitch 
was unanim ously elected 
king.

prince, com plying w ith the request of 
the national assembly, h a s consented to 
ascend the throne of Servla under the 
nam e of 
P eter I. 
Im m ediately after 
the proclam ation, the new king tele­

confirm ation of this w as sent.

confident hope th at K ing P eter will he 
able to give evidence of his sense of

The oleo Jaw Is now as badly tangled up as that regarding the sale of 
the original p a c k a g e . 
Judge Bishop of the superior court has decided that if no extraneous or 
artificial coloring Is used to m ake tho oleo resemble butter, the stuff can 
be sold In spite of the decision of the United States supreme court that the 
M assachusetts law forbids the sale of oleo. 
The m anufacturers claim they 
have palm oil as one of the Ingredients, th at It gives the oleo the tint of b u t­ 
ter and that on this ground they can sell It legally In spite of the present 
statute. 
The oleo thus offered for sale m ay not he quite as bad as the Imitation or 
process butter, the sale of which Is perm itted by law. 
Judge Bishop holds th a t the case tu rn s upon the proper construction 
of the words "free from any coloration or ingredient which causes It to look 
tike butter.” 
This he takes to mean "any extraneous m a tte r such as might 
be used for coloring alone. 
If oleomargarine of Itself and by reason of the 
color of the Ingredients ordinarily an d properly used to compose It, looks 
Uke butter, it Is not an evasion of th e statu te.” 
The sale of oleomargarine therefore, however closely It m ay resemble 
butter, is resumed under the other restrictions.
